RAILWAY EXTENSION. 

The Ottawa despatch published last 
evening in the Times seems to 
indicate thai the government is 
coining to close grips witli the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway scheme. 
This supports what has been our 
contention all along,, that the great 
issue of Canadian politics in the imme- 
diate future will bo the issue of trans- 
portation. If the Liberal party had 
meddled with the tariff in. the direction 
of free trade, Hie tariff would have been 
a burning question, and the protectionist 
sentiment of the country would prompt- 
ly have retired tho Liberals from office. 
But whatever the present government 
lias been, it lias certainly not been a 
free trade government. Its free trade 
principles are trotted out in election 
campaigns, :but) what value as political 
assets principles have- which are not 
translated into action by those wbo pos- 
sess the power to do so, is one of the 
mysteries of the existence of the present 
government. Among its adherents it. 
certainly contains a groat many, free 
traders. But these free traders are quite 
impotent to influence the policy of the 
government, and, apparently, unconcern- 
ed in opposing it, "which shows the 
strength of their enthusiasm for free 
trade, and incidentally, tho somewhat 
doubtful value of protection versus free 
trade as a campaign issue. So long as 
the Liberal government remains protec- 
tionist in practice it will.be n little dif- 
ficult to stir up the ordinary believers 
in protection to support another parly 
merely because it is protectionist in 
principle as well. But in' the question 
of transportation, of railway develop- 
ment, the whole of Canada is vitally in- 
terested.

There is still a month's 
grinding to be done, and over 500 sacks 
will be turned out. The Peace river 
country lias the advantage over other 
districts in the raising of wheat by hav- 
ing one long day from May 1 to October 
7. The price paid for wheat is .fl.fil) 
per bushel. There, is no trouble from 
early frosts. The seed is sown nbout 
April 20, and reaped the last of Au- 
gust. . Last vear the wheat crop was 
light and averaged about 22 bushels to 
the acre. In a good year the average 
is 2fJ to ,'!0 bushels per acre. Wheat and 
barley arc grown and vegetables flourish 
luxuriantly. Tomatoes ripen in the open 
air. ' There is nn abundance of lisb 
and game. Just the day before they 
left. Fort Vermilion there were '.'() moose 
killed in one bunch. Bear is also plenti- 
ful. 

In connection with the grist mill there 
is a saw, planing and shingle; mill. The 
lumber Is used for locnl. purposes prin- 
cipally.

"TIME TO PAUSE." 

The following appeared in lust night's 
Tiiiies, and as it will commend itself tu 
better judgment of nil well-wishers oE 
the province, it is here produced: 

At the time It was proposed by the min- 
ers of Nnnalmo to Join the Western Feder- 
ation of .Miners, or whatever the name of 
teie organisation may be, the 'nines ex- 
pressed the opinion that such would be tin 
unwise act. Tin: miners had never suffered 
any injustice It wa.s impossible to have 
removed under the woik wgs of their keal 
organization. The relations between the 
met. and their employers had a. ways been 
of the most cordial nature, and it was 
never denied that Uho rate of wages was 
most generous, If not actually the higlust 
on the continent for a slin iar class of 
nork. Such being the case, there appeared 
to he no nece.-st.v for the men Joining 
a foreign organ. xat'.on and incurring the 
liability of being ended upon to partici- 
pate in all t'-- multitude of disputes that 
are constantly arising in the United (Stated 
between capital and labor. 

In the abstract It Is no doubt true ttint 
In union there is strength, but It must bo 
confessed that the advent of certain foreign 
labor organizations within the <U,inaln of 
Rrltlsu Columbia has been attended w.th 
unfortunate results, and that tliere appeal's 
to bo some Justification for employers and 
the disinterested public regard. ng the 
movement witti distrust and apprehension. 
Thera can be no gainsaying the fact that 
labor unions under conservative leadership 
have accomplished most beneficial results, 
not only In the matter of securing adequate 
remuneration for workmen, but 'in protect- 
ing the weak and defenceless from the 
greed and avarice of employers, parents 
and guardians. Leaders of labor unions? 
with an enlightened conception of their 
duties dread, and will go as far as em- 
ployers for the purpose of averting strikes. 
Tliere are a goodly number of sin li organ- 
izations, of International scope, carrying on 
operations on this continent. They possess 
In u remarkable degree the confidence of 
the employers of their members. Take the 
cases of the great railway brotho lio^ds. 
such ns the locomotive engineers, the lire- 
men, and ttie conductors and trainmen, and 
'hi- International Typographical Union, all 
of which conduct their affairs In a business- 
like manner, and appear to be able to 
achieved their purposes without perpetual 
turmoil and strife. 

The experience of British Co'umbia since 
the advent of (ertaln elements of unionism 
lias certainly been nKst unfortunate. We 
have been inflicted with strikes among the 
fishermen and ampng the miners of various 
classes, with comparatively short Intervals 
of peace. Wo fray it is no wonder the 
name of the province has become u byword 
In Great Britain and the East ns a place 
in which demagogues reign and ngltat rs, 
rule and that capital has come to regard 
u* with extreme distrust. We believe it 
Is time for all who truly value the inter- 
ests of British Columbia and regard her 
welfare as of first importune to take some 
practical measures to ameliorate such un- 
fortunate conditions. How many of the 
strikes with which we have been affl'cted 
within the last three years were In any 
sense justifiable? 'How many of tCieni <otr!d 
not have been settled in an amicable man- 
ner In a few hours if the parties to them 
had approached each other In a right spirit 
or if the relations between emplover and 
employee had been such as should obtain 
In tdls twentieth century? Surely It Is time 
■for a chamre, for the creation of a new 
spirit In this poor, strik^-affHete I and 
"loeked-out" community. The Times rviu- 
pathl7.es most de p'v with the struggles 
of labor, but It Ls now borne In upon us 
with considerable force Uiat sometimes la- 
bor struggles In th« wrong direction ntvl. 
in Itritksh Columbia, esii°clallv. is often 
under unwise gttltlnnce. We deprecate for- 
e.L'n dominance ami are forced to confess 
that there Is cood reason for the d's'rust 
with which employers regard It. S one 
day our workers will realize that there 
was a great harvest to be u—t'.e'ed here 
and that the golden opportunity was ne- 
glected.

Had Mutiny on Last Voyage. 

The British ship Leicester Castle left 
Liverpool on Friday last for Victoria 
with a full cargo of general merchan- 
dise. The Leicester Castle is the ves- 
sel from which three mutineers left on 
a raft after shooting the second mate 
and wounding the master. The ship 
was bound to Qncenstown, from San 
Francisco when the mutiny occurred. On 
September 2, when the vessel was about

NEW SOL.ND STEAMERS. 

Three Fust Vessels Being Brought to 
I'uget Sound From I'ortland. 

The steamer Arrow, now Hearing com- 
pletion at Portland for the I'uget Sound 
run. will reach Seattle by April 1. This 
statement hits been made by J. S. Coch- 
ran, manager of the vessel, whose own- 
ers are at present unknown to public, 
other than as lie claims that they are 
I'ortland capitalists and business men, 
styling themselves the Arrow Naviga- 
tion Company. 

In this connection Mr. Cochran made 
Ihc further interesting announcement 
that the famous stern-wheel steamer 
Telephone, the fastest stern-wheeler 
ever on the Columbia, is to be brought: 
around about a month after the arrival 
of the Arrow from Portland. Mr. Coch- 
ran confirms the report that the same 
syndicate is building a sister steamer of 
! the Arrow, whose Meld of operation also 
will be I'uget Sound. The timbers for 
her are already being taken out. 

Mr. Cochran gives an intimation that 
the Arrow will bo the fastest merchant 
water craft ovo.r seen on I'uget Sound. 
He goes to the extent of saying that 
she will do 'JO miles an hour with ease. 
She is of wooden construction, l.">0 feet 
over all, 22 feet beam; and nine feet 
three inches depth of hold, having a 
passenger equipment of 150 Pullman 
seats. There are no stateroom accom- 
modations, as she is slrictly'a day boat. 
She has 1,100 horse power, is modern- 
ly eiinipned throughout, and probably 

cost $i2,j,ofln. 

The Telephone, which has been run- 
ning on the Columbia, is being equipped 
with new machinery, including 26-inch 
cylinders of eight-foot stroke. 

These vessels, all throe of which are. 
under the Management of Mr. Cochran, 
are not for stile. He sayfj they could 
not be purchased for any price: that 
the men whose money is represented in 
them have thoroughly studied I'uget 
Sound us a field for steamer operation, 
have convincing statistics as to the 
volume of the traffic, etc., and have em- 
barked on the enterprise with the firm 
belief that it will prove- a profitable one. 

But (be run these vessels are to lake 
is what isr puzzling local steamboat men. 
So far nothing lias transpired to give 
the slightest intimation of the routes 
they will occupy. Mr. Cochran flatly 
refused to name the run. But this in- 
formation, he says, will bo forthcoming 
in due time.

The largest cargo of fresh halibut ever 
brought into the port of Vancouver on 
any ■ single steamer came in on the 
steamer New England, of the fleet of 
the New England Fish Company, The 
New England had a catch of no less 
than iiio.OOO pounds of halibut.

CANADIAN BANK OF COMMERCE 

The Amalgamation With Halifax Bank- 
ing Company Gives $80,000,000 
Assets. 

Great interest has been shown in the 
announcement from Halifax that a pro- 
visional agreement has been made under 
which the Halifax Banking Company 
is to be amalgamated with the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce. The latter 
bank lias at present a paid-up capital of 
$8,000,000 with a rest of $2,500,000, but 
a week or two ago n special general 
meeting of the shareholders was called 
for 1-lth April next to pass n bylaw 
increasing the capital stock to $10,000,- 
000. Its head OlUcc is in Toronto, and 
it has now S4 branches throughout Can- 
ada and the United States, stretching 
from Sydney, Cape Breton, in the ex- 
treme East, to Victoria in the West, 
and from Dawson in the North to San 
Francisco in the South. It is repre- 
sented ttt till the principal business cen- 
tres in Canada West of Montreal, and 
has its own ofhees in New York, Port- 
land (Oregon), Seattle, and London, 
England. 

Unli: me recent establishment of a 
branch at Sydney, the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce hud no offfce in the Mari- 
time Provinces. Its stock, however, has 
always been a favorite investment with 
Nova Scotians. no less than $800,000 
of its capital being held in their prov- 
ince. The purchase of the Halifax 
Bunking Company will give ii olllces at 
15 additional points in Nova Scotia, in- 
cluding Halifax. Truro and Windsor— 
in fact, all the more important places. 
Two branches will also be obtained in 
New Brunswick— at St. John and Sack- 
villc. 

The present directors of the Halifax 
Banking Company will continue to give 
their services in the capacity of a local 
advisory board at Halifax, the cashier 
will become local malinger there, and 
the entire staff will be taken Into the 
service of the Canadian Haul; of Com- 
merce. There is cimsetiueiltly no doubt 
but that the good-will ot the Institution 
is being taken over along with its tangi- 
ble assets. 

Originally established ill 1825 as a 
private partnership, under the same 
mime as til present, the Halifax Bank- 
ing Company became incorporated in 
1ST--!. It has retained the friendship 
ami support of ninny of the old Halifax 
linns whoso predecessors did business 
with it in its earlier ^vears, ami in spile 
of the disadvantages uuder which in 
these davs tt comparatively small local 
bank must always labor, it has built up 
a sound and remunerative business. It 
has a paid-up capital of $1500,000 with 
a rest of $325,000. Its deposits ore 
about $4,000,000. its total assets about 
$0,000,000, and with the added strength 
and prestige which its incorporation into , 
the Canadian Hank of Commerce will I 
necessarily give, a large increase in the 
present business may confidently be ex- 
pected. 

The terms under which the amalgama- 
tion will take place are said to be as 
follows: 

Alter the necessary approval of the 
shareholders ol the Halifax Banking 
Company has been obtained and all the 
requisite legal formalities have been 
completed, the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce will assume the liabilities of the 
Halifax Banking Company, and will give 
in exchange for the surplus ot its as- 
sets over its liabilities stock ot the 
Canadian T.-m'- of Commerce of the pnr 
value of $700,000. 

Doubtless some of vbe new stock 
which the Canadian Bank of Commerce 
is taking authority to issue will be used 
to carry out the terms of the agreement. 

Both banks are to be congratulated 
upon the arrangement which has been 
made, which must materially strengthen 
the position of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce and add to the exceptional 
facilities which it already possesses for 
conducting tt successful banking busi- 
ness. When the amalgamation has 
taken place, it will have a paid-up enni- 
tal nnd rest combined of nearly *V-!.- 
nOfl.OOO, and total assets of some $80,- 
000,000, with 101 branches distributed 
throughout the length nnd breadth of 
Canada.
